PLANS TO INVITE SOVIET DELEGATION TO VISIT AN OPERATING 
AIRCRAFT CARRIER AT SEA DURING VISIT. DOD WILL PROVIDE 
ADDITIONAL DETAILS ON PROPOSED CARRIER VISIT TO DAO 
MOSCOW WELL IN ADVANCE OF TALKS TO FACILITATE ISSUANCE 
OF FORMAL INVITATION TO SOVIET DELEGATION AND COORDINATE 
ACCEPTANCE WITH FLEET OPERATING SCHEDULES. END FYI. 

3. EMBASSY SHOULD PRESENT AIDE MEMOIRE TO SOVIETS 
ALONG FOLLOWING LINES: QUOTE: THE UNITED STATES 
PROPOSES THAT THE THIRD ANNUAL REVIEW OF THE AGREE- 
MENT ON THE PREVENTION OF INCIDENTS ON AND OVER THE 
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HIGH SEAS BE CONDUCTED FOR A PERIOD OF APPROXIMATELY 
TEN DAYS, BEGINNING MAY 12, 1975, IN WASHINGTON. THE 

UNITED STATES PROPOSES AS THE AGENDA FOR THIS MEETING: 

1. A REVIEW OF THE IMPLEMENTATION OF THE AGREEMENT 
BY THE NAVIES OF BOTH COUNTRIES DURING THE PERIOD MAY 
1974 THROUGH MAY 1975. 

2. A REVIEW OF THE USE BY BOTH NAVIES OF THE 

SPECIAL SIGNALS DEVELOPED FOR USE IN ACCORDANCE WITH 
THE AGREEMENT. 

3. THE EFFECTIVENESS OF THE NAVY-TO-NAVY COMMUNICA- 
TIONS CHANNEL FOR THE EXCHANGE OF INFORMATION IN 
ACCORDANCE WITH THE AGREEMENT. 

4. DATE AND LOCATION OF FUTURE MEETINGS.
